again the Irish banks have had a most suc- 
cessful year, in muppet of which statement 
you point out the following dividends—Bank 
of Ireland, 16%, with £200,000 placed to 
reserve and £69 carried forward ; Munster 

Leinster nk, 20%, and Provincial 
Bank, 165%... It is generally admitted that 
one of the great evils of the present time is 
overcharging, aud I think it would be a 
graceful act on the part of the Irish _ banks 
to seb an example by withdrawing their 
‘charge for keeping account,” which charge 
was created at a time when it may have been 
justifiable on the part of the directors, but

THE TWELFTH DIVISION. 


The 12th (Eastern) Division was com- 
posed of the civilians who made up the 
first 100,000, and included the Norfolks, 
the Suffolks, the Essex iment, the 
Berks, the City of London Regiment, the 
Sussex, the Middlesex, the West Surrey 
Regiment, the East and West Kents. By 
the end of June, 1915, the Division was 
in the trenches near Armentiéres and 
Ploegstreet Wood, receiving its baptism 
of fire at Loos. Saxon troops were on the 
other side, and, after the attack, showed 
no disposition to keep up hostilities. 
Placards were freely used: “To the 
opposition, We have sent by rifle grenades 
some newspapers over. When you get it 
stick up a white flag and we don’t shoot. 
Wait a minute and newspapers come by 
non-exploding grenades. Is . peace iu 
sight? Please answer.” Later on, a board 
went up with “ Warsaw taken, and soon, 
“Calais will follow’’; but, on the 24th 
August, the Division was able to send over 
the news of the Baltic naval losses, 

The first action of magnitude under- 
taken by the Division was the capture of 
the Hohenzollern redoubt through the 
mud and slough of the spring of 1916. 
This was & silent, grim afiair of mining 
and counter-mining, tapping enemy wires 
and listening for sapping underneath 
your‘own trench, We are shown several 
remarkable Air Force pictures of the 
craters. 
the German front in the Loos sector, and 
occupied the craters,’’ This was the 
official account of divisional activities over

AN ARCHBISHOP’S MEMOIRS. 

“June 28th. Saturday. Peace was 
signed at Versailles to-day. The numerous 
‘temporary gentlemen ’ (as they have been 
called) who signed the great peace in such 
sumptuous environment had to cut initials 
on their seals. . . . Only Balfour, 
Imperiali and Lansing—a Scotsman, an 
Italian and an American—used their 
family arms.” There are few churchmen 
to-day who can write in this strain of 
their lineage. Archbishop Seton comes of 
north country stock, and an ancestor of 
his, Sir Alexander, was Governor of 
Berwick-on-Tweed in the days of Edward 
III, They followed Mary Queen of Scots, 
and, impoverished in the Jacobite cause, 
his immediate kinsfolk emigrated to 
America with sufficient means to settle 
down as country gentlemen in the 
eighteenth century. i 

It is, accordingly, little wonder that, |

OBELISKS, 


Mr. Engelbach, the Chief Inspector of 
Antiquities in Upper Egypt, makes in- 
teresting matter of a technical subject. 
Thers are to-day only five obelisks stand- 
ing in Egypt, Earthquakes, subsidence 
and the Vanda! foreigner have carried off 
the rest or laid them even with the dust, 
Constantinople, Paris, London and New 
York boast of one a piece, while Imperial 
Rome has purloined nine. Mr. Engelbach, 
however, does not moralise over these 
things. His interest is mainly archi- 
tectural and engineering: how were they 
cut out of the living rock, carved, moved 
and hoisted on their pedestals? 

The answers to the. first two questions 
are now reasonably certain, discovered by 
a mere chance. At Aswan the author has 
laid bare the outlines of an obelisk, still 
wedged in the rock, whence it was hali- 
hewn until flaws in the material compelled 
the workers fo desist. The weight of this 
obelisk, if it had been extracted, would 


have exeeeded 1,000 tons, and its 
height would have been one-third peter 
than that of any existing lisk. 
The cutting-out process was effected 
by balls green-black stone, which 
were used for i out holes, 


and also to sever the obelisk from the sur- 
rounding rock. Fire and wedges were also 
employed, while, to remove the obelisk 
from the trench, it is surmised that tree 
trunks were used as levers, the walls being 
burnt and cut awa? in front and at one 
side. Mueh of what follows is pure 
theory—-that the obelisk was placed o2

WAR-TIME ESSAYS. 

Are you one of those who believed and 
gloried in the ideals for which the Great 
War was fought? Do you now feel disap- 
pointment and. not a little cynicism when 
you rest and ponder?

Milne’s “New Tale of Two Cities,” a collec- 
tion of essays written in London and Paris 
during and after the war. His aim is to 
bring peace to the heart through prayer- 
ful tears and quiet recollection. He begs 
you to refrain from the cry, “We don't 
want books with the war in them.” His 
book is not for such a one, although it 
concerns the war-time rather than the war 
itself. He would remind you that litera- 
ture is nothing if it be not life, or it may 
be death in actuality, and that “there is 
no forgetting the Great War.” It is of us 
and will be with us for generations. He 
writes of what he saw in the two great 
cities, of the mon around the camp-fire, 
and the wounded in the hospitals; what 
the soldier read, and how he seemed to the 
French nt; how London endured the 
raids, and the like.

It is ible that 
it may offend blind worshippers of Shake- 
speare; for Mr, St. John Ervine is no 
romantic and refuses to believe that 
nobility of character led Bassanio to 
choose the leaden casket. The “ sympa- 
thetic’’ characters of the old play rather 
suffer at this twentieth century writer's 
hand, while Shylock assumes almost heroic 
proportions. | 

Ten years have elapsed since the famous 
trial scene. Antonio is now a garrulous 
old man, boring his listeners with his re- 
peated story how the Jew once claimed a 
pound of his flesh. Hassanio has become 
coarse and fat, has spent most of the 
fair Portia’s heritage and has secretly 
transferred his affections to Jessica. 
Nerissa has been no less deceived by 
Gratiano. Affairs at Belmont are, in fact, 
in a topsy-turvy state, and Mr. Ervine 
works out in his ova clever way a very 
plausible plet. He adheres strictly to the 
characters as originated by Shakespeare, 
but he interprets them in a fashion which 
is not found in school text-books.

The County Kerry Society recently 
formed an archeological group under the 
chairmanship of the Earl of Kerry’ For 
it, the secretary, the Reverend H. L. L. 
Denny, the well-known genealogist, has 
compiled a valuable little pamphlet. Most 
of it is taken up with indexed allusions te 
Kerry surnames. The compiler has 
collected an amazing number of references. 
not only from Irish and British official 
records, standard works, and, jess-known 
works of memoirs and travel, but from 
manuscript sources and the daily Press. 
By examining the references given, bearers 
of Kerry names can find almost every 
extent allusion to their families. No pos- 
sible souree of information has escaped 
from being laid under contribution. Mr. 
Denny even quotes repeatedly from Pro- 
fessor Curtis's newly-published “ Mediwval 
Ireland," and the forthcoming “ Rolls of 
Submissions to Richard LI.” 

We should like to see this booklet in the 
hands of public-spirited peg» in other 
counties. The introductory pages give 
instructions for the study of family history 
and lists of sources of Irish material.

The complete nervous breakdown of M. 
Venizelos is admitted to-day by the specialists 
who are attending the Greek Premier. 

“M. Venizelos’s heart is just as sound as 
a child’s,” according to the official com- 
muniqué, “and he is suffering exclusively 
from á nervous emotional breakdown.” 

His wife, however, has been urgently sum- 
moned from Paris, and the specialists have 
telegraphed to Professor Abrami, of Paris, 
asking him to fly to Athens, and the Greek 
Cabinet is awaiting his report before ap- 
pointing a new Premier. 

M. Venizelos this morning complained to 
bis physicians of pains in the head, and all 
his engagements for next week have been 
cancelled. 

M. Venizelos’s friends declare that his ill- 
ness has been largely brought about, not by 
tha Royalists, but by the attacks of the 
militant Republicans in the Chamber. M. 
Venizelos was bitterly, reproached by the Re- 
publican Deputies every time he showed any 
clemency towards the Royalists, and the pre-

A VIOLENT STRUGGLE. 

The crowd in the building by this time 
had been swollen by reinforcements, and the 
air became electrical.

Then suddenly the Civic Guards appeared, 
drew batons, and ran in among. the struggling 
crowd, Mr. Lennon had been roughly 
handed. His waistcoat was pulled off, his 
collar torn into four pieces, and he and Mr. 
Farrell had been bruised. 

Next came a rumour that military forces 
were coming. Soon, armed with rifles, they 
arrived, and mounted guard on the front 
steps_and the great staircase. Their presence 
seemed to have a soothing influence, the wild 
contention ceased, and the militant workers 
left the Chamber, cheering Mr Lyons as they 
went. Outside they raised him on their 
shoulders, and bore him to the Market square, 
where he and the official Labour organiser 
(Mr. Redmond) spoke to them. 

The Chairman of the County Council, Mr.

Speaking at Lurgan, Major D. G. Shilling- 
ton, M.P., remarked that what Professor 
MacNeill was out for was not the boundary 
line at all.

be made by individual employers to further 
absorb those who, through no fault of their 
own, are out of work.

PRECAUTIONS TO ENSURE 
MR. CLIVE’S SAFETY. 


; MUNICH, Thursday. 

Mr. Clive, the British Consn)-General, re- 
turned from Paris late last night. As a re- 
sult of the reporte that the Separatists had 
made plans to murder Mr. Clive when he re- 
turned to Bavaria after his visit of inspection 
to the Palatinate, elaborate precautions were 
taken by the German anthorities to ensure 
his safety. _ 

At the frontier the Paris train was boarded 
by a squad of detectives, one of whom 
guarded Mr. Clive’s compartment. The 
whole train was searched and al] passengers 
closely interrogated. At Munich more detec- 
tives were on the platform and escorted Mr. 
Clive to his car, and a guard was on duty all 
night at his residence. Two policemen were 
stationed at the Consular offices. Mr. Clive, 
who was in ignorance of the threatened 
Separatist attack, was somewhat mystified by 
this friendly surveillance, but left the matter 
to the authorities to take what action they 
judged to be necessary. 

Messages from the Palatinate this afternoon 
indicate that the Separatists are continuing 
their terrorist policy, and have arrested police 
officials at Ludwigshafen, Pirmasens, and else- 
where. A business man from the Palatinate 
who was in Munich to-day told me he feared 
that unless the situation altered during the 
neat few days other Separatist leaders would 
share the same fate as Heinz, who was 
murdered. While admitting that such a step 
would be playing into their opponents’ hands, 
my informant pointed out that the endurance 
of the population was almost at an end and 
that it was impossible to restrain much longer 
the more hot headed—(7'imes Telegram.)

NEW GOVERNMENT 'S 
OPPORTUNITY. 

The Timea observes in a leading article :— 
Contrary, it may be, to the expectations of 
the more ignorant among his followers, Mr. 
Macdonald has, so far, made no startling 
changes of personne! outside the ranks of the 
Government. He has taken on the private 
secretaries of his predecessors at Downing 
street, and has confirmed appointments, such 
as that of Mr. Lindsay to Constantinople, 
which had been made before he became Prime 
Minister.

ment has an opportunity of rendering a real 
service to public life by maintain- 
ing and, indeed, restoring the Civil 
Service in its true positios, that of 
being the supreme ahd permanent 
repository of accumulated administrative ex- 
perience and technical skill, as well as the 
machine of government. Anybody who has 
seen the bureaucracy of a new nation at work 
knows how wide is the net of- mistakes in 
which untried administrators may become 
easily enmeshed, how laboriovs is the task of 
eXtricating them and how prejudicial to the 
public interest are the attendant delays and 
miscarriages, The more inexperienced the 
Government the greater should be the value 
of the permanent experts. The Civil Service 
provides the machinery through which the 
policy of the Cabinet must be carried out. 
By the British usage the Cabinet have be- 
come the collective representatives of a body 
of public opinion on which they base their 
policy. The translation of that policy into 
action—leaving aside for the moment the func- 
tions of Parliament—is the work of the Civil 
Service. 

Humble individually, as a rule, Civil Ser 
vants are collectively proud, and determined 
that no slur of inefficiency shall ever be with 
justice imputed to their work, The duties 
they perform attract but little attention.

LORD READING WARNS

The Viceroy’s speech at the opening of 
the Legislative Assembly to-day, revealing 
a masterly summing up of the present 
situation, made a great impression.

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VICEROY’S SPEECH, 
a en 
A STRAIGHT TALK TO THB 
EXTREMISTS. 
From REUTER 8 Corresroxpent. 
DELHI, Thureday. 

The Viceroy, the Earl of Reading, opened 
the pew!ly-élected Legislative Assembly in full 
ceremony this morning, driving in a State 
carriage with Lady Reading, and escorted by 
a bodyguard of the 19th Lancers. The route 
was lined with troops. 

The Chamber was crowded, and the galleries 
were overflowing. The keenest interest was 
taken- in the powerful and eloquent speech 
which the Viceroy delivered in impressive 
tones. 

Lord Reading, in opening the Assembly, 
welcomed al] the members, and remarked that, 
in spite of the slow progress toward economic 
recovery in Europe, there were signs of 
activity and trade revival in India. He next 
touched on the good effect of the Turkish 
Treaty in the East, and, alluding to 
Afrhanistan, he denied the allegations that 
there was any aggressive feeling towards 
Afghanistan by His Majesty's Government, 
or any unreasonable attitude on the part of 
Afghanistan. Certain questions had been 
re. se discussion, and were now nearing 4 
satisfactory solution. Delicate negotiations 
had been carried on, and earlier statements 
regarding the developments had not been 
possible. 

Alluding to the other outrages on the 
frontier, the Viceroy said that every attempt 
was being made to bring those responsible to 
account. 

The military expenditure had been steadily 
reduced, and the present policy spelt the best 
hope. for pregressive improvement in the 


INDIANS IN THE EMPIRE. 

Referring to the position of Indians in the 
Empire and to the Imperial Conference, the 
Viceroy said :—* The Prime Ministers of four 
Dominions have shown deep sympathy, and 
expressed their earnest desire Yo remoye dis- 
abilities affecting Indians. There is good 
ground for hope that the attainment of a 
solution acceptable to India is only a matter 
of a comparatively short time, except, 
possibly, in the casé of Canada, 

there are some special difficulties. 
We shall continue in our efforts to persuade 
the Union Government to incline to our view. 
We are aware of the strength of public 
opinion in India upon this subject, and 
shall strive to give effect to it by all legitimate 
means within our powers.” té 

Regarding the Kenya question the Viceroy 

said: His Majesty's Government have given 
an assurance that, while they can offer no 
prospect of their decisions being modified, 
careful attention will be given to such 
representations as the Committee appointed by 
the Government of India may desire to make 
to the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 
This assurance ‘ie given us the opportunity 
we have been seeking, and is a substantial 
gain. 
Referring to the ordinance drafted by the 
Governments of Kenya and Uganda regard- 
ing control of immigration, the Viceroy said 
that as a result of their representations His 
Majesty's present Government had informed 
him that the late Secretary of State for the 
Colonies had found the ordinance unsatis 
factory, and returned it to East Africa to be 
re-dratted. His Majesty's present Minister 
for the Colonies would await the reply to his 
predecessor's inquiries and the revised, draft 
of the ordinance, and would be guided by 
further information received when these dócu- 
ments were before him. 

Meanwhile he had given an assurance that 
ample opportunity would be afforded to the 
Indian Government Audits Colonies Com- 
mittees to express their view, and the Vicerey 
expressed his deep obligations to the late and 
the present Secretary of State for the ( olomres 
for the consideration given to the representa- 
tions of his Government, which had received 
the continuous support of Lord Peel and his 
successor, The steps taken were a strong 
testimony to the sense of justice and fairness 
with which His Majesty's Government had 
been animated in dealing with the proposals, 

THE BENGAL OUTRAGES. 

Touching on the recent murderous outrages 
in Bengal, Lord Reading said that they had 
caused deep concern to the Government of 
India. It was their duty to guard against 
similar calamities. For some time they 
had been aware of the existence of con- 
spiracies for assassinating public servants, 
and if the conspiracies were directed by 
organisations outside India, punishment in 
cases of outrages was not an efficient sub- 
stitute for prevention, and it became neces 
sary to confine certain persons concerned in 
these conspiracies, under the Provisions of 
Regulation 3, of 1918. The Viceroy con-

“Thé@ spirit trade,” be said, “has 
instituted a campsign against the new 
Licensing Act, notwithstanding ‘the fact that 
the legitimate publican realises that he will 
reap great advantages from the extinction of 
the competition of spirit grocers. Although 
the trade welcomes this change, it is clear 
that the object of the campaign suggests a 
political attack on Unionist, pohey under the 
specious cover of an alleged non-existent 
economic grievance. Such a movement will 
require to be carefully watched, as # has 
undoubtedly within it the elements of danger, 
and is plentifdtly supplied with fands for its 
propaganda work.

“The Marquis of Londonderry, who is 
responsible for education, has reason to feel 
proud of his great educational measure, to

lí the conditions we have produced in these 
rats, writes Professor Beattie, is foot-and- 
mouth disease—and we see no reason to doubt 
this—a very important avenue for investiga- 
tion has been opened up. The carriage of the 
disease from place to place either by the in- 
fected rat itself or by the foodstuffs in which 
the rats live and die is, at any rate, partially, 
if not wholly, explained. The distribution for 
food of the flesh of contact animals may be a 
source of spread of the disease. If the disease 
ean regularly be produced in rats, the great 
difficulty of experimental investigation and the 
supposed risks are considerably reduced. 

Our great regret is, Professor Beattie con- 
cludes, that we have not been able to experi- 
ment with material from animals known to be 
suffering from the disease.

SOCIETY'S ANNUAL REPORT 


NEW ATTRACTIONS AT 
THE GARDENS. 


There was a large attendance at the annual 
meeting of the Royal Zoological Society, held 
last evening in the Royal College of Surgeons, 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin. 
occupied by the President, Sir Robert Woods. 

Professor A. F. Dixon, 


during the earlier part of the year little 


Gardens and the animal collections up to pre- 


the city and country affected the gate re- 
ceipts so unfavourably that funds,for the 
urchase of animals were sot available. Since 
une, however, the outlook had been much 
brighter, and the increase in the number of 
visitors, both from the city and from more 
distant parts, was most welcome and en- 
couraging. So great had been the increase 
that the Council was able to re 
total gate receipts for 1923 were £4,067 3s. Sd., 
over £1,000 in excess of the total gate re- 
ceipts of 1922. The largest gate receipts were 
in 1907, the year of the International Exhibi- 
tion in Dublin. 

In the latter half-year several excursions 
from distant parts of Ireland helped to swell 
the Gardens’ revenues. On the first Sunday 
in August approximately 8,000 yey passed 
the turnstiles, probably a record ‘for any one 
day in the history of the Society. 

The report further set out that at the 
annual meeting of the Society, held in the 
Theatre of the Royal Dublin Society in 
January, 1921, it. was unanimously resolved 
that every effort should be made to increase 
the membership by individual members in- 
ducing. their friends to join and come to the 
help of the Gardeús. Much success was 
achieved, and the income from members’ sub- 
scriptions rose as a result from £743 10s, Od. 
to £1,088 10s. Od. However, receipts from 
this source in 1923 fell to £759 18s. Od., owing 
mainly to the resignation of members leavint 
Ireland. It was certain that this year woul 
show a still further decline from the same 


causes. 
NEW PURCHASES AND GIFTS. 

The report acknowledged the assistance re- 
ceived from friends of the Society in pro- 
viding funds to Sir Near a zebra and a 
dromedary.

Early in 1923 the-Council were informed

Several baboons were obtained for the 
monkey house during the year, and a hand- 
some Mona monkey was presented by Mr. C.

THE LAST DAY FOR FILING 
APPEALS. 


The British Minister of Pensions reminds 
officers, nurses and other ranks who were dis- 
abled in the Great War, and received any of 
the undermentioned classes of award, that, if 
they desire to take advantage of their statu- | 
tory right of appeal against the final award, 
they must do so on or before the 6th 
February :— 

1—All awards in respect of disabilities at 
tributable to, or aggravated by, service in the 
the Great. War notified between the ólst 
March, 1919, and the 19th August, 1921, in 
virtue of which there has been ‘granted a 
gratuity or a weekly allowance or other award 
—other than a wounds pension or a conditional 
pension. 

2—All awards in respect of disabilities at- 
tributable to, or aggravates by, service in 
the Great War made by the Admiralty or the 
Army Council under any Order in Council or 
warrant prior to the 15th February, 1917, in 
virtue of which a permanent pension—other 
than a wounds pension—or a gratuity has been 
granted. 

Officers, nurses and men who have had 
awards of either of these classes notified to 
them are entitled, if dissatisfied with their 
award, to appeal to the Pensions Appea! 
Tribunal, provided they give notice of appeal 
within the year ending 6th February, 1924. 
The Pensions Appeal Tribunal is empowered 


to confirm, increase, decrease or set aside a 
final award. 

Officers and nurses should intimate their 
intention to appeal to the Secretary, Ministry 
of Pensions, Westminster, S.W.1, and other | 
ranks to the local office of the Ministry, the 
address: of which can be obtained at the 
nearest.

AIR MAILS IN 19 


REMARKABLE DEVELOPMENT. 


The British Postmaster-General commvuni- 
cates the following particulars of air mail 
traffic during 1923 :—The air letter traffic on 
the London-Paris service remains small, the 
number of letters sent having been about 
23,700, as against about 28,500 in 1922. 

On the other hand, the air letter traffic to 
and from Cologne has grown rapidly from 
about 400Ibs. during the first quarter of 1925 
to over 4,000Ibs. during the third quarter. 
This ten-fold growth is largely to be attri- 
buted to the partial dislocation of the 
ordinary mail service with Cologne, caused 
by present conditions on the Rhine. The 
total weight of the letter air mails to and 
fiom Cologne throughout the year was 
nearly 10,000lbs., representing some 142,000 
letters. 

During the latter part of the year the 
weight of the inward air mail was over four 
times that of the outward air mail. Letters 
to Holland increased from about 9.600 for 
8) months of 1922 to about 22,000 in 1925— 


an increase at the rate of about 62 per cent. 


creased substantially during and 
amounted for the whole year to about 
11.900Ibs., as against about 5,200Ibs. during 
seven months of 1922. 

About 315.000 letters in all are estimated 
to have been carried by the Cairo-Baghdad 
air mail in 1923, as against abont 175,000 in 
1922, an increase of 80 per cent. 

The only non-British air mail service of 
which appreciable use is made by .e public 
in England is that from Toulouse to Casa- 
blar (Morocco), for which about 17,000 
letters were posted in 1923, an increase of 
about 85 per cent. over the number (9.200) 
posted in 1922. The growth during 1923 
was steady, from about 5.600 letters in the 
first quarter to about 4,600 in tho fourth.
